ee “WVIGILANT” 


\ io. mere : 
H.M.S. Vigilant, which his lately been 
undergoing extensive repairs to her machinery, 
went out. on ‘a preliminary trial trip on ‘the 
morning of the oth instant. Qn her arrival 
from the north the Figilant, which as: every- 
body knows is the: Admiral’s despatch boat, 
was placed in the hands of the engincering 
staff of the Royal Naval Yard. A new main 
shaft of Vicker’s cast steel has been fitted, and 
other heavy repairs to the engines and boilers 
have been effected, Jn addition to these alter- 
ations, several improvements in the strengthen- 
ing of the entablature have been made by Mr: 
iliams, R.N., Inapector of Machinery in. 
charge of the Naval Yard. On the completion 
-of these ‘alterations .and. repairs the vessel went 


into the Kowloon Dock to be cleaned and painted, .| 


and returned to her moorings on Friday last. 

A start was made this morning’ at, half-past 
ten, the intention being to run round the island, 
After getting fairly under way, the engines were 
gradually worked up to 32 revolutions per minute, 
which gave the vessel a speed of about 13 knots, 
per hour, Admiral Willes, the commiander-in- 
Chief, who was on-board, had .given orders that 
the vessel was not to be pressed, ay he did not 
wish this rate of specd to be. exceeded. | The.sca 
was rather lumpy in the Lyc-ce-moon Pass and 
outside’ Cape D'Aguilar, but inside the Lamma, 
Channel the water was comparatively smooth. 
During a run-of two hours at the above indicated 
speed the vessel behaved splendidly, The 
maximum speed attained fora short period was 
14 knots, ap ae :

there can be no doubt that the machinery of the 
sees has ‘been greatly. strengthened and im- 
proved, . atin 4 : 

‘We believe it is the intention of the Admiralty
